GREEN BAY’S CALAMITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Green Bay, Wis., Sept. 20.—A disastrous 
fire occured here this afternoon. It origin- 
ated in an unoceupied planingmill on the river 
bank, in the southern partof the city, at 3 
o’clock. The flames worked rapidly into the 
centre and residence portion of the city, 
communicating to numerous houses in its 
track. The wind was blowing a gale from 
the southeast, rendering futile much of the 
effort to stay the fire. Ina short time an- 
other fire broke in the vicinity of East 
River and spread rapialy. The Pres 
byterian Church and parsonage were 
burned, and among the residences 
those of George E. Haskinson, Dr. Brett, J. 
McDonnell, J. Last, and many others. A 
steamer from the Village of West Depere 
came to the assistance of our people, and one 
also from the neighboring city of Port How- 
ard. About sixty buildings Burned, nearly 
all being dwellings. About two-thirds of the 
household effects, at least, were saved. Itis 
too early to make any estimate of the loss, 
but it will exceed $75,000. No means of 
ascertaining the insurance yet. The blow to 
the city is a bad one, and it will be some time 
before it reeovers,

MILWAUKEE, Wis.,Sept. W. At alate hour 
to-night the following particulars have been 
received regarding the disastrous conflagra- 
tion at Green Bay: The fire broke out about 
3 o'clock in an unoccupied planing-mill on 
the bank of .the Fox River, in the southern 
part of the city. The wind was blowing a 
gale at the time from the south, but shifted 
every few moments, and was just right for 
spreading a fire. By the time that the plan- 
ing-mill and one or two structures were 
enveloped in flames, the wind took 
a turn almost in the opposit direc- 
tion and threatened to drive the fire 
into the business portion of the city. The 
Department was out infull force, and as 
soon as the authorities saw the danger vol- 
unteer brigades were organized. Then fol- 
lowed a desperate battle which lasted the re- 
mainder of the day. 

The flames gained ground in all directions 
for an hour, when the wind again shifted 
and drove the fire southward into the resi- 
dence portion of the city. After the first half- 
hour it appeared for a time that it was about 
to be brought under control, but the gale 
carried burning shingles several rods 
and thus kept starting the blaze in 
new localities. Although the principal busi- 
ness houses escaped, some very valuable 
property was consumed, including fifty su- 
perior residences and twenty or thirty ordi- 
nary ones. 

Among the buildings destroyed were the 
Presbyterian Church amd parsonage, the 
residence of Postmaster ball, John Last, 
Dr. Brets, George E. Haskinson, John D. 
Williams, Dr. Munroe, and Mr. Monahan. 

The fire was brought under control about 
7 o’clock, and at that hour the picture of de- 
vastation presented was one that will not 
soon be forgotten. It is impossible to obtain 
anything tangible regarding the insurance. 
The losses will aggregate at least $500,000, 

Several families are utterly destitute, but, 
strange to say, there was not a life lost so far 
as known. The Green Bay Fire Department 
is one of the best in the State, and its failure 


to master the fire at the outset was owing 
to the force and treachery of the gale.

This amendment has been pleaded by the 
Northern Democrats as a supposed bar to 
the allowance of any Southern claims for 
damages or losses by war. This is a weak 
device, purposely employed to deceive those 


| anfamiliar with the nature and character of 


the Rebellion by the Oonfeder- 
acy or by any State or municipal 
Government, and it also prohibits the pay- 
ment or compensation for slaves lost or 
emancipated, and that is all that it prohiblts. 
The prohibition of even these debts depends 
for its efficacy upon the maintenance of this 
amendment, and the validity of the adoption 
of this amendment is denied by the Govern- 
ments, the judiciary, and the people of at 
least sixteen of the States of the Union, and 
the validity of that amendment will be 
among the first questions tested when the 
Democratic party obtains control of the Ex- 
ecutive and the Judiciary of the United 
States. But this amendment does not direet- 
ly or indirectly bar or prohibit the allowance 
and payment of the vast array of other 
claims, compared with which the Rebel debt 
and the price of the slaves are small. 

In 1861 Congress levied a direct tax upon 
all the States proportioned according to rep- 
resentation. This tax was paid by all the 
Northern States and partially by some of 
the Border States, and by the Rebel States 
after the War. Itis now demanded that so 
much of this tax as was collected of the 
Rebel States, $3,492,110, shall be refunded, 
with twenty years’ interest, by the United 
States. 

After the War a tax was levied on sales of 
cotton and petroleum, just as there had been 
a tax on sales generally: the tax on cotton 
was $68,000,000, which, with interest, would 
now amount to $170,000,000, and this it is de- 
manded shall be paid not to the cotton-pro- 
ducers, but to the States in which the cot- 
ton was grown!

These claims embrace every variety of loss 
or damage incidental te war. It is a univer- 
sal law of nations that during a war all the 
inhabitants of the enemy’s country are sub- 
ject to the rules of war, and have no claims 
or demands upon the victors for any compen- 
sation for any damages or losses sustained 
by them in that war. The consequences of 
the war are to be sustained by those who are 
defeated. Hénce it is that no persons resid- 
ing within the Confederate lines or territory 
have any legal demand upon the United 
States for any loss or damage sustained by 
them during the War. It is because this is 
the universal law that the demands of the 
Southern people are “claims,” and not legal 
demands, as they would be if under any 
known law they were entitled to com- 
pensation. They ask compensation as a 
benevolence; they appeal to the discretion 
of Congress, and not to any principle of 
justice or recognized law. If they had any 
legal warrant for payment, all they would 
have to do would be to present their demands 
to the Treasury officers and be paid: and in 
every case where there was the slightest legal 
obligation the money has been paid. 

Congress has gone further, and relaxed the 
law to the extent of paying full compensa- 
tion for losses and damages, wherever the 
sufferer could prove that during the War and 
when the loss was sustained he was nota 
participantin the Rebellion, and was loyal 
to the Union. This was entirely outside of 
and beyond anything of the kind ever pre- 
viously done by any other nation in Christen- 
dom, and over $100,000,000 have been paid 
since the War to men at the South for losses 
sustained by them for which no responsi- 
bility or obligation rested upon the United 
States, and in cases where the claimants 
could establish their personal loyalty to the 
Government of the Union. 

Who, then, are the present claimants? 
They are men who were engaged in the Re- 
bellion. All others have been paid. The 
present claimants are those whose participa- 
tion in the Rebellion is confessed. They ask 
compensation for horses, mules, and other 
property taken; they ask for erops destroyed 
by the trampling of armies: they ask rents 
for property occupied by camps and quar- 
ters; they ask compensation for fuel con- 
sumed, for property destroyed by fire and in 
battle; they ask pay for the use of fields on 
which battles have been fought, and on 
which the dead have been buried; they ask 
compensation for property taken by Union 
troops, and they ask compensation for proper- 
ty taken and destroyed by Confederate troops 
to prevent its falling into the hands of 
Union armies; they ask for damages to 
buildings fnjured or destroyed by cannon 
and musketry during battles; they ask pay 
for crops lost because of the pendency of 
war and the want of labor to gather them, 
—the whites being in the Rebel ranks and 
the slaves moved away. They ask compensa- 
tion for the use of railways and steamboats 
employed by the Rebels and not paid for, 
and captured from the Rebels and used by 
the Union troops in the Union service; they 
ask compensation for all property taken, 
consumed, and destroyed by the Confeder- 
ates in their retreats before Union armies: 
they ask pay for crops not grown, but which 
would have been grown had there been 
no war and no emancipation of slaves. 
The possible magnitude and infinit yva- 
riety of these claims ean be faintly imag- 
ined when it is remembered that the War 
lasted four years, and was carried on mainly 
in the enemy’s conntry. There is hardly a 
man or a family at the South who was not a

Legislature of Missouri after the War ap- 
pointed a Commission to perpetuate the evi- 
dence of losses sustained by individuals in 
that State, and the amount of claims proved 
up in less than six months was over $300,- 
000,000.

To admit these claims would be to place a 
mortgage on every farm in the Northern 
States equal to $5 per acre, to be paid with 
interest during the next century. 

These are the claims, specimens of which 
are now pending before Congress, and which 
cannot aggregate less than $2,700,000,000, 
which will be demanded of Congress, and 
which will only require a majority vote in 
each House and the President’s approval to 
become a charge upon the Nation and a bur- 
den under which the whole North must stag~ 
ger. All that is needed, therefore, to make 
the people of the North not only pay the War 
debt of the Union and the private losses of 
Union men, but also the entire War losses of 
the people engaged in the Rebellion, is to 
elect a Demoeratie President.

Weaver showed a keen sense of 
humor when he adopted for his congratu- 
latory message the very same phraseology 
which Gen. Hancock used. Hancock tele 
graphed Plaisted that his election would 
“inspire our friends with confidence and 
strengthen them in the preliminary’ battles 
which remain to be fought elsewhere.” 
Weaver says the same thing, but he takes 
pains to point out who “ our friends” are. 
He says they are not the Democrats, who are 
“masquerading behind the Greenback 
party.” He recalls the fact that the Green- 
backers In Maine refused to make any con- 
cessions to the Democrats, and that the latter 
swallowed both the Greenback candidate 
and the Greenback platform; and, while he 
congratulates the Democrats on what he 
conceives to be good sense in voting the 
Greenback ticket, he reminds them that they 
would have fallen about 40,000 votes short of 
carrying the State if they had made asep- 
arate party fight. 

This dispateh from Gen. Weaver exposes 
completely the impertinence of the Demo- 
crats in celebrating the reported election of 
Gen. Plaisted. Tun Tumor indicated the 
absurdity of this business at once; but 
when the Greenback candidate for Presi- 
dent also ridicules it, the Democratic pre- 
tense of a party victory in Maine becomes 
strikingly ludicrous,—doubly so from the 
fact that even the Greenbackers do not ap- 
pear to have enjoyed the triumph which the 
Democrats were celebrating. The Demo- 
crats were shouting over a victory of another 
party which had not taken place. If any- 
thing more absurdly contradictory than this 
can be imagined, the Democrats may be safe- 
ly trusted to discover it. 

But there is a serious as well as a ludi- 
crous side to this Democratic adoption of a 
reported Greenback victory in Maine. It 
was an authoritative notice that the Demo- 
crats are prepared to adopt any theories 
which they may be persnaded will aid them 
in the purpose of securing the offices and 
restoring a “Solid South” to supreme pow- 
er. Gen. Hancock gave this insincere and 
dangerous policy the stamp of his approval 
when he telegraphed his congratulations to 
Gen. Plaisted and the Greenback party of 
Maine. Hancock is running as a hard- 
money candidate for President. In his 
his ap- 
proval to the Democratic platform, which 
explicitly declares in favor of “honest 
money—the strict maintenance of the public 
faith—consisting of gold and silver, and pa- 
per convertible into coin on demand.” The 
party which tried to elect Gen. Plaisted Gov- 
ernor of Maine is avowedly, persistently, and 
uncompromisingly opposed to this policy. It 
is in favor of doubling the present volume of 
legal-tender notes by substituting them for 
the National-bank notes, and of exhausting 
the United States Treasury of its coin re- 
sources by paying off the bonds which 
mature next year instead of refund- 
ing them. It proposes in this way 
to break down resumption, and thus lead 
to an opportunity for again flooding the 
country with irredeemable shinplasters. Gen. 
Hancock thought the reported success of 
this party was sufficient warrant for his send- 
ing his personal congratulations. Though 
Gen. Weaver has now reminded him that this 
was no affair of his, he has shown his entire 
willingness to make common cause with the 
Fiatists.

“WHAT WE MUST DO TO BE SAVED.” 

Col. Ingersoli’s lecture, delivered in Mo- 
Vicker’s Theatre Sunday afternoon, on the 
question, What must we do to be saved?” isin 
many respects the most striking and remark- 
able he ever uttered on theological subjects. 
It is entirely new in substance and in form, 
at least so faras the people of Chicago are 
concerned, It is the first lecture, if we are 
not mistaken, in which Col. Ingersoll has 
recognized the greatness of the manhood or 
teachings of Christ. For the first time he 
seems now to admit that the founder of the 
Christian religion was greater, in all the es- 
sentials of wisdom, mercy, and truth, than 
Confuctus, or Buddha, or Zoroaster, or the au- 
thor of the Mosaic dispensation itself. “For 
the man Christ,” said the lecturer, “ I have 
infinit respect. The place where man has 
died for man is holy ground. Let me say 
once for all, to that great and serene man, I 
gladly pay—I gladly pay the tribute of my 
admiration and my tears.” 

But the lecture is not remarkable only, or 
chiefly, for the homage it pays tothe char- 
acter of Christ. It contains statements of 
the most startling import, many of them new 
to the ‘laity at least, and calculated, if not 
met and refuted, to unsettle the faith of 
thousands. The statement relating to the 
Gospel of st. Matthew is one in point. Col. 
Ingersoll reviewed, or professed to review, 
the whole of that Gospel,—the first, the 
longest, the most circumstantial, and on 
many accounts the most important book in 
the New Testament,—the only one contain- 
ing the full genealogy and early life of 
Christ,—and he asserted that it nowhere 
teaches the doctrine of salvation by faith; 
that it imputes no words to Christ which can 
make belief a necessary part of the Christian 
scheme of salvation of souls; that, on the 
contrary, it constantly holds out the promise 
of salvation by works, deeds, and conduct 
alone. Col. Ingersoll made these strong as- 
sertions:

of self-denial, and if only that bef been 


preached persecution would never have 
one drop of blood. Not one. Now, to 
the testimony, Matthew was well acquainted 
with Christ. According to the testimony, he had 
been with Him and His companion for years. If 
it was necessary to believe anything in order to 
get to Heaven Matthew should bave told us. 


This statement traverses the theory that 
belief in the atonement and divinity of 
Christ is essential to salvation from Hell. It 
is true the lecturer found in the other Gos- 
pels passages which pronounced the most 
fearful penalties against those who should 
not believe; but he declared these passages 
to be interpolations. He said they were in- 
consistent with themselves and with each 
other. And with much force he argued 
that, if belief were the great and essential 
thing to eternal bliss, Matthew must have 
said so. In an inspired communication, writ- 
ten by an Apostle and an Evangelist, one 
who heard the words of Jesus as they fell 
from His lips, how could the main condition 
of salvation, the sine qua non, be omitted? 
—this, in brief, is the argument of Col. In- 
gersoll, 

Men learned in divinity, who have consid- 
ered objections and criticisms of this kind per- 
haps many times, and disposed of them to their 
own satisfaction and that of their congrega- 
tions, may be amused at the pertinacity and 
the earnestness of Ingersoll. They may find 
in the vast andiences which gather to hear 
him only fresh evidence of the perversity 
and depravity of the human mind. But 
there is another fase of the subject which 
must and will receive the attention of the 
clergy. They must interpret these great 
outpourings of the people as indications of 
religious unrest and discontent. They must 
see in such meetings, addressed by such an 
orator on such a theme, a social fenomenon 
of very great importance, and one that 
no minister of the Christian religion can 
afford to neglect. Ingersoll is preaching the 
doctrine of agnosticism or religious know- 
nothingism, and his circle of hearers Is grow- 
ing rapidiy wider and more attached to him. 
These are facts which no clergyman can ig- 
nore. Heretofore their complaint has been 
that Ingersoll gave them nothing specific, 
nothing tangible, to lay hold upon. But 
this difficulty has been removed by the last 
lecture. Here is something specific. Here 
is a distinct allegation. According to Inger- 
soll, the Gospel of St. Matthew contains 
“not one word about believing anything” 
as a condition of salvation; it is “the Gospel 
of deed,” he says; it tells men that they can 
be saved by doing right, whatever they may 
believe. 

The clergymen of Chicago cannot consider 
any subject in their discourses next Sunday 
that will be nearer to the minds and the 
needs of their hearers, or that will more 
gratify curious attendants, or that will, if 
properly ahd effectively handled, do more 
good, than a discussion of Ingersoll’s state- 
ment ot What We Must Do to Be Saved,” 
and espectally his specifications relating to 
the Gospel of St. Matthew.

HORSE INFLUENZA. 


The Boston Equines Attacked with a 
Mitd Form of This Distemper—Horse- 
Car Companies Suffering Somewhat. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 20.—More than half 
the horses in Boston and the suburbs are 
suffering to a greater or less degree from a 
distemper resembling in a mild form the 
epizodtic of 1872. The malady has within 
two or three days become widespread, but 
no serious results like those attending the 
epidemic eight years ago are apprehended. 
At that time horse travel was absolutely 
suspended, and one cause of the rapid spread 
of the great fire in November was the slow 
progress of fire-engines, men taking the place 
of horses in the traces. Only a small pro- 
portion of the animals attacked are rendered 
incapable of work, and fewer yet are ip 
danger of losing their lives. The affection 
appears to bea form of equinine influenza. 
Coughing and sneezing horses upon the 
street to-day appear to be the rule rather 
than the exception. The combined railroad 
corporation having their terminiin this city 
employ upwards of 6,000 gta ly of this 
number it is estimated that fully seven- 
eighths have the disease. One or two of the 
companies who have their stables at a 
distance from the — have less trouble 
than those whose stables are in the city 
te or closely adjacent. On this account 
t is believed that the disease will be confined 
mostly to this locality, which arises from 
some peculiar or temporary condition of the 
atmosphere of Boston. The Metropolitan. 
Highland, and South Boston lines appear to 
be the most generally affected, and it is pos- 
sible, as the officers say, that a few trips of 
ears during the middle of the day will be dis- 
continued for the present; but this will not 
be done if the disease becomes no worse.

Turner 
represented that T. T. Prosser had just patented 
an invention for ca grain in cylinder cars, 
and on his suggestion Prosser was taken into 
the partnership on equal terms. It was agreed 
that the partnership, among other things, 
should embrace Prosser’s eylinder-car 
patent “to the extent of all 
sales and transactions connected therewith or 
growing out of said business, and also all the 
patents that said Prosser shall take out during 
the continuance of this parr. Subse- 

uentiy, in January, 1879, it was determined to 
orm a stock Company witha capital-stock of 
$1,000,000, of which 2,000 shares were to be sold 
and the proceeds appiied soleiy as working capi- 
tal, and the proceeds of the remaining 8.000 
shares were to be divided equally among the 
three partners and incorporators. Under this 
arrangement Prosser alsd agreed to assign the 
whole patent to the company, and he subscribed 
for 9,800 shares of the stock, partly for himself 
and partiy in trust for the others, the remaining 
200 shares being taken by Free and Turner. Free 
thereupon, as be claims, traveled over the coun- 
try selling the stock at from 25 up to 65 cents on 
the dollar. and sold about $45,000 worth for cash. 
Prosser and Turner have sold $15,000 worth, tak- 
ing in exchange 1,100 acres of land in Missouri. 
Prosser taken out seven patents for 
eylinder cars, but has not as yet 
transferred them to the Company. While in 
New York Free sent on to r for some 
models and specifications, but received no reply, 
and imistrusting something was wrong, im- 
mediately camo bach and found, as be claimed, 
that Proeser and Turner were trying to get 
along without him. They bad made arrange- 
ments for making large sales without bis 
knowledge, and at once disowned him. and 
denied be bad any connection with the Com- 
pany, even though he bad been elected Treas- 
urer of the Company at its organization ia 
January, 1879. He naturally asked for settie- 
ments and explanations, etc., But they refused 
to give him any, and he then filed a bill chargmg 
that they bad been mismanaging affairs, cmbez- 
zii or wisappropriating the corporate 
funds, 1 the terms of their oon- 
tract, and endeavoring to leave him out 
in the cold.

The Trick of the National Confederate

The Stories of Disagreements Among 
the Officers of This Telegraph Com- 
pany—No Probability of Any Badical 
Changes in the Management at the 
Approaching Election. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 20.—For some time past 
there has been a persistent attempt on the 
part of certain parties, presumably in the 
interest of speculators, to create the im- 
pression in the public mind that there were 
dissensions in the Board of Management of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
which would shortly lead to the retirement 
of its President, Mr. Norvin Green, and a 
general change in the conduct of its affairs. 
Some days since a report obtained credence 
in the press of the country that Gen. 
Grant would accept the place to be 
made vacant by the resignation of 
Mr. Green. The story is now in 
active circulation that ex-Gov. Morgan and 
President Green have come to a positive dis- 
agreement as to the policy to be pursued by 
the Western Union Company towards the 
American Union Telegraph Company, its 
rival organization. It is said that Mr. Green 
advocates a war of extermination against the 
American Union Company, and wishes to 
cut rates to such an extent that it will drive 
the corporation into bankruptcy and ruin, 
while Mr. Morgan wishes to adhere to a 
strictly peace policy and the usual schedule 
of rates. It is also rumored that there 
is a scramble among the Directors 
to obtain proxies by sending out circulars to 
the stockholders soliciting ther, and that a 
great deal of stock has been borrowed to be 
used in the coming election, which occurs on 
Oct. & These bear movements have caused 
the stock of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company to fall off several points in Wall 
street during the past few days. An author- 
itative statement was made to-day to the cor- 
respondent of Tux Tame. by an officer of 
the Company, that there was no truth whatever 
in the story. There has never been any prop- 
osition to cut rates on the partof the West- 
ern Union Company, nor any attempt made 
by the American Union Company to secure 
a working arrangement or any underst and- 
ing whatever with the Company.

Great national promises, like those of in- 
dividuals, cannot often be made good, though 
they generally involve the partie making them 
in serious difficulties. In 1871 British Columbia 
became part of the Dominion of Canada on the 
condition that the Dominion Government should 
begin the construction of the Pacific Railway in 
two years, and complete it across the continent 
in ten. The ten years have nearly passed away. 
and only 226 miles of the road. are in operation 
near Lake Superior, 505 miles are under con- 
tract, and there are 1,215 miles on which nothing 
has been done. It has cost nearly $4,000,000 to 
examine several routes, aggregating in all 46,000 
miles. Among these surveys were made over 
the Peace and Pine River passes, the line of 


which disclosed a valuable country rich in lumber | 


and mines of coal and the precious metals. 
East of the mountains and on the plains there 
are vast coal fields, excellent wheat lands, and 
navigable rivers. The passes above named are 
said to be only some 3,000 feet above the sea. 
In spite of these favorable and important facts. 
the Dominion Government have decided to take 
the southern route up the Saskatchewan River 
and down the Frasier on the west side of the 
mountains in order that the sections near the 
American line, and especially British Columbia, 
may not patronize the Northern Pacific Railway. 
The news as to the wealthy European capitalists 
taking hold of this mighty work does not 
seem as yet to be well authenticated. The part 
of the original contract guaranteeing com- 
pletion of the road m ten vears must fa ; and 
probably with unlimited European capital prom- 
ised it will scarcely be in operation before the 
close ot the century. In any event millions of 
money must be sunk out of sight before any 
profit can be realized by its owners. 

At the Chicago banks business with most of 
them opened active, with large. orders from 
country correspondents for currency, and still 
larger for New York exchange. City customers 
also offered more paper, all of which was readily 
taken, and more would have been cheerfully ac- 
cepted. Deposits are still uncomfortably large, 
though the more active demand for money is 
trenching somewhat on the unwieldly surpius.

ri ar only tneans, of course, one with duties 

ijusted as to encouraye importations. Heavy 
small home produc- 
logical conclusion trem the 
tari? plank of the Cincinnati plat- 
form is, that the Democracy intends 80 
far to reduce duties as lo enabie foreigners to fill 
our mariiets with heir goods, and underaell Ameri- 
can manufacturers. Such a policy carried into 
ractice would have the same results as did the 
Jemocratic turiff legistation of 1546,—it would 
close hundreds of manutacturing establish- 
ments, depopulate many prosperous towns and 
villages in the New England states, in Peunsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Onio, Indiana, Iiiimois, and 
other mauuiacturing sections of the Uniun, and 
throw tens ef thousands of mechanics and oper- 
atives out of employment. 

The existing Tariif law is undoubtedly faulty 
in marty respects; itnecds a thorough, inrelli- 
gent revision, or such changes from year to year 
as will adupt it to the new conditions of trade 
and industry; but a radical chauge, based on the 
entire abandonment of the Protective prin- 
ciple, would be disastrous in its effects on 
the business interests of the entire North. 
It would involve a loss of hundreds of 
miltions of invested capital, and a readjustment 
of labor which could be effected only at the cost 
of an immense amount of suffering.

HOME GATHERINGS. 

SERIOUS COLLISION BETWEEN SCHOONERS. 
The schooner E. M. Portch is peculiarly unfort- 
unate in the matter of collisions, Last season 
she was in collision with the schooner M yosotis 
on Lake Huron, and incurred a heavy bill for 
damages thercby. Now sbe has been in collision 
again, us will be seen by the following private 
dispatch, forwarded fo her owner, and received 
by him sbortiy after the noon hour yesterday: 

“AUNAPEE, Wis., Sept. 19.—Jaeob Johnson, No. 
234 South Water street: Had a collision with the 
schooner Negaunee at 8 a. m. eight miles 
off Kewaunee. Stove in our bows. We 
waterlogged. We came ashore in a boat 
at A*napee. Got the tug G. O. Spears 
totow to Manitowoc. We were on our star- 
board tack, blowing the horn, there being a 
thick fog. The Negaunce was on her port tick, 
not blowing her horn. Don't know if she sank. 
„R. CASRALLIA, Muster.“ 

The Portch was bound from Alpenu to this 
port with a cargo of cedar ties. Inismuch as 
she filled with water after the collision, it is fuir 
to presume that the entire déck-ioad, embracing 
fully 4.000 ties, was lost overboard through the 
avtion of the waves. The Neguunce was also 
bound up the lake, it is thought with coal for 
Chicage or Milwaukee. She is a vessel of 640 
tons burden, wus built by i, Nichols, at Vermil- 
ion, in 1867, and is owned by A. Bradley, of 
Cleveland. Inteiligenee concerning ber fate 
will be looked for with interest. 

BARGE CONTEST WATERLOGGED. 

The barge Contest arrived here yesterday fore- 
noon. full of water, towed by her consort, the 
steam barge George Dunbar. The entire deck- 
loud of the Contest. embracing between 125,00) 
and 15 % fvet of ann gag was eirber washed off 
or thrown overboar All that remained in 
sint on deck, after 8 the west shore and 
harbor, was a few bundles of lath. The lumber 
wus shipped by Muskegon mill-owners, whv in 
all probability had no lusurancoe on it. The Con- 
testis an old and feeviccraft,titonly for the bone- 
yard unless the owners conctude to give her a 
thereugh rebuild. Report says that she has 
leaked like a sieve, coustantiy, throughout the 
entire season. and in fact for several scasons 
past. As soon as the lumberin ber hold can be 
discharged she will be placed in dry-dock at 
Miller Brothers ship-yud for calking. 

MINOR MISHAPS. 


The schooner S. H. Foster sprung a bad leak at 
Cleveland, while being loaded with coal, but 
managed to come through to Chicago all rigbt. 
She was pinced in dry-dock at Miller Broiuers’ 
ship-yurd last evenwg for calking. 

The schooner Maggie Thompson lost most of 
the uf tor tier of ber deck-+load of lumber wulle 
crossing the lake in the storm of Saturday nigbt. 

The schooner Frank Crawford arrived bere 
yesterday with her fore-gatftopsail split. 

The schooner David A. Wells had the end ot 
her jibboom broken off during the last trip to 
Escanaba for ore. She was among the vessels 
which arrived here yesterday. 

The schooner City ot Caicago had her square- 
sail and one of ber jibs baddy split and torn dur- 
lug the recent heavy weather from the South. 
She arrived yesterday, and at once sent the can- 
vas to a sail-loft for repairs. 

The barge E. T. Judd is credited with the loss 
of her large anchor aud chaln. She came to in 
Milwaukee Bay during the recent heavy north- 
easter, and in the endeavor to weigh anchor 
after the storm had subsdod the cable varted. 
A buoy was immediateiy set, but ali efforts to 
recover the anchor have thus far fuiled. 

Walle being towed to an elevator in the 
South Branch. yesterday afternoon, to load, the 
schooner John M. Hutchinson was brought iu 
contact with the schooner George M. Case, lying 
near the Government bonded warehouse. The 
Case bad u cathead and a portion of her taflrun 
furward carried away. The Hutchinson escaped 
with a few scratches, 

Ine schuover Nassau, ore laden, lost her jib- 
boom wulle passing Evans’ Sp. in the South 
Branch, yesterday forenoon. The tug Iogram 
had the assun in tow. At Evans’ Slip the tug 
Hackicy was ecucountered in the act of moving 
the schooner Sunnyside into the elip. The cur- 
rent of the Huckiey’s wheel reudered the In- 
gram unmanageable, and the Nassau came in 
Contact with the Sunnyside’s rigwing, wiia the 
result stated. 

Late iast evening the tug Satisfaction had her 
pilot-house completely wrecked by the anchor- 
stock of the schooner Sunrise. The accident 
happened near Eighteenth street bridge, in the 
South Branch, while the Sunrise wae being 
towed to the Chicago Company's Wert Side dry- 
dock. It was occasioned by the parting of the 
wheel-chains of the tug, which rendered her 
heipiess. 

Quitea number of the vessels now in port are 
leaking, and will have to be docked. Among 
themare the schooners Coliingwuod and sur- 
prise, which will be docked this morning at the 
Chicago Company's yards, The names ot the 
Others have not transpired, but they are known 
to the keen-tyed shipyard men. 

The strain upon oid canvas has been pretty 
severe during the past fortnight, consequentiy 
the sailmakers find plenty of employment. Yes- 
terday the schooner James Piatt sent a mainsail. 
and the schooner Higgie and Jones a mainsail 
and foresail to sail-lofts for repairs and 
strengthening. 

THE WEATHER AND THE FLEET. 

Shortly before midnight Sunday the wind, 
which had been blowing briskly from south 
southwest during the previous afternoon and 
evening bours, suddenly shifted to west north- 
west, and freshened into a moderate gaic. The 
ehift proved favorabie to the large fleet of ves- 
seis bound up the lake, and the tugs speedily 
found plenty todo. From midnight Sunday un- 
til dark last evening every tug in service was 
actively engaged. in fuct, toward nigbtfa!ll 
yesterday there were more tows thantugs. At 
one time no less than sixteen vessels were 
counted between the Water- Works Crib and the 
harbor, all standing olf and on waiting to be 
towed inside. 

Captains of vessels that arrived here yester- 
duy report that tae rain of Saturday evening 
was followed by a dense fox, which lasted 
throughout Sunday and until the shift of wind 
to west northwest occurred ut night. Capt. 
Burke, of the schooner Audrew Jackson, stated 
to the reporter of THe TrisuNSs that he counted 
forty-tive vesseis all around bim, during Sat- 
urday night, between Sheboygun and Port 
Washington, and cxpressed a feur that serious 
collisions had tuken place while they were pok- 
ing about in the fog. Thus far the collision 
between the Portch and Negaunce, which oc- 
curred some distance further down the lake, is 
the only one reported here.

A RAILWAY BRIDGE OUTRAGE. 

At 6 o’ciock last evening the Union Line tug 
Success was dispatched to rhe bead cf navigation 
in the North branch for the purpose of towing 
out the schooner Leo, which had discharged a 
cargo of coarse freight there. The tug reached 
the bridge of the Chicagu & North- 
Western Railway, near the Nickerson distillery, 
a little before 7 u'elock, but no heed was paid to 
ber signals, neither did there appear tobe any 
one on hand to let her pass through. After ade- 
lay of fully one hour word wus Sent to the ten- 
ders asking them to come and swing the bridge. 
They replied that they were not authorized to 
opeu the bridge after 7 o'clock in the evening, 
and would net come. Finding that be could do 
nothing more, the Captain of the Success put 
her about and made report of the fact to bis 
managers, Messrs. Harmon & Blue. These cen- 
tlemen promptly ordered him back. with instruc- 

to give the necessary warning signnl ex- 
pressive of a desire to pass through the bridge, 
and in the event of a failure on the part of 
those in charge to respond, then to make fast 
remain until some one comes to let him 
through. The explanation of tms move on the 
part of the tug-ma rs is that they intend to 
charge the Railway Company $16 per hour for 
the delay suffered by the Success. It is alto- 
likely, too, that the Captain of the Leo 
Will prefer a heavy claim for damages against 
the Rail Company,as with the fair wind which 
prevailed last night she might have reached her
